WK NEED THE PATROLMEN 
NOW 
We hope th a t the S tate Senate’s 
delay in handling the bill for a 
600-1 nan highw ay patrol does not 
foreshadow 
another 
com m ittee 
burial of the legislation such as 
occurred in the last session of the 
Missouri G eneral Assembly. O p­ 
ponents of this m easure and oth­ 
ers to prom ote highway 
safety 
have m ade m uch of Col. Hugh 
W aggoner’s 
statem ent 
th at 
it 
would require some tim e for his 
adm inistration to m ake th at large 
an increase in patrol personnel. 
Time is needed for selection and 
training of new troopers. But th at 
is not a reason for delaying the 
m easure. It is a reason for speed­ 
ing its passage, so that the Col­ 
onel and his staff can get about 
the chore of building up the pa­ 
trol at the earliest mom ent. The 
killing and m aim ing of persons 
on the highw ays, partly because 
of 
inadequate 
legislation 
and 
partly because of a num erically 
inadequate patrol goes on apace 
while , the legislators fiddle. The 
people of the state are losing pa­ 
tience. 
Colonel W aggoner who should 
know m ore about the problem s 
of traffic accidents in 
M issouri 
than any other person—and we 
believe he does—said the other 
day that m ore traffic regulations 
are the answ er to motorists who 
are not willing to educate them ­ 
selves in the tenets of safe d riv ­ 
ing. We have gone about as far in 
this direction as we can w ith the 
present patrol. If we are to do 
better we need more men to do 
it. 
“A change of attitude for 
the 
driver requires a long program of 
safety education.” Colonel 
Wag­ 
goner said .“Some drivers use the 
car 
as a w ay to express them ­ 
selves. — They drive furiously 
when they are mad and show 
off to others in the car. For this 
type of person — and there are 
many of them — education in d riv ­ 
ing will be long and tedious, but 
it is the only alternative to strict 
enforcem ent.”

equally 
true of our city streets, and ade­ 
quate num bers of officers to ca r­ 
ry out educational—and enforce­ 
ment— program s on an adequate 
scale. We hope that the G eneral 
Assembly will authorize a bigger 
patrol. We hope that the Colum­ 
bia city adm inistration will pro­ 
vide an adequate num ber of po­ 
lice officers to educate—and in­ 
carcerate, w here necessary —the 
untrained and the showoff d riv­ 
ers. We are having too m any ac­ 
cidents on our state roads. The 
time to do som ething about both 
problem s

now. — Columbia 
Daily Tribune.
